Mercury is evening StarBand wins Ihe 
place bf honor as he is1 the only planet vis- 


. ible after sunset during the montb,and is m 


one of tbe most favorable positions for ob- 
servation that occurs during tne year. On 


^ the 19th be reaches his greatest eastern 
elongation, or most distant point from the 
sun, and for-ten days before and after that 
time, if the atmosphere is clear and the 
sky\ cloudless, he may be easily found. 
Mercury's elongation, from the sun.never 
exceeds a little more than twenty-seven 
degrees. On the 19th, it will be a little 
more than twenty-five degrees, nearly the 
maximum; he is also^ nearly at his greatest 
northern.deehnation, both, conditions being 
favorable" for observation. At the elonga- 
tion, he is above the horizon until about 
eleven minutes after 9 o'clock, a little 
more than an hour and a half after sunset. 
Observers should note carefully the 'point 
of sunset, for Mercury sets not far from 
' one'degree south of it. Three-quarters of 


an hour, after sunset is the best time to 
look, for the long twilight will prevent his 
being seen much earlier. ,He will then be 
about t\velve degrees-above the horizon, 
shining with an«jntense white ligHt some- 
times tinged with yellow, and with a_ bril- 
liancy almost unequalled by any other star. 
Unlike the other planets, he is a great 
twmkler, and appears to an imaginative 
observer as if he were almost blinded by 
-the intensity of the sun's rays. When the 
planet has once been discovered, he be- 
comes pefectly distinct to the view, and 
the observer is surprised that it is so diffi- 
cult to detect his presence -with the undi- 
rected eye. He will be a beautiful object 
in tbe June twilight, and the most favor- 
able time to watch for him will He a few 
days before tbe elongation, for he is tHen 
at his point of greatest brightness. No 
one who once picks up this brilliant little 


and there would be a total eollpoe of the 
moon every mqnth If the sun's path and 
the moon's path were on tbe same plane 
or level. But the moon's orbit is Inclined 
to the ecliptic about five degrees, theuefore 
tbe moon must be at her node or crossing 
point at lhe time of foil moon n order to 
be totally eclipsed. She fs, however, much 
oftener far enough from her node to be 
above or below the earth's shadow when 
there .is no eclipse, or she may be near 
enough to her node to pass through a por- 
tion of tbe earth's shadow when she is 
partially eclipsed. But on the mormng of 
the 12tb, the conditions are favorable fur a 
grand exhibition of tbe darkening ^tower. 
of the earth's shadow. Tbe moon is full, 
she is at her node, she is in perigee, or at 
her nearest point to the earth, and she will 
pass centrally through the earth's shadow. 
The eclipse begins, tbat Is tbe dark shad- 
ow enters upon tbe moon, at Ob. 26m.*, or 
26m. after midnigljt. Total phase commences 
at Ih. 29., and ends at 2h. Sim. The eclipse 
ends at 3b. 53m. On tbe 21st, tbe moon is 
in conjunction with Mars and Saturn. On 
the morning of the 22d, the heavens will 
present a superb picture, made up of the 
waning moon, the brightest planets, Venus 
and Jupiter. Between 5 o'clock on the 
morning of tbe 21st and 2 o'clock -tu tbe 
afternoon of tbe 22d, the moon1 is in con- 
junction withilve planets, Mais, Saturn, 
Neptune, Jupiter and Venus. 
Ic will readily be seen iat June is full of 
promise for star-gazers. The planets that 
clustered around tbe sett.fig sun, and more 
recently hovered closely around the rising 
sun, 
are now receding from him and form- 
ing combinations of exquisite beauty. The 
lovely summer morning sky beams with 
tneTapid movements of tbe shining wan- 
derer's. -Saturn and Jupiter are bidding 
farewell to each other for twenty years, as 
the distance on the celestial track widens 
between them. Venus passes them both 
in her rapid course, their varied moV; - 
meats causing two brilliant conjunctions. 
Tbe three planets are drawing near to 
Mars, and before the month closes, the 
planetary quartette will rise in tbe small 
hours that precede the dawn, and the ob- 
server who would see the comuiedcement 
of tbe show, must be at bislpost by 1 
o'clock. His watch will be well repaid, as 
these celestial wanderers peer in turn 
above the horizon, commencing with ruddv 
Mars and ending with Venus, the fairest of 
tbe train. , Mercury will perform- accepta- 
bly bis part in the programme by bU bright 
shining amid the glories of the western 
twilight. Tbe modn will not be behind 
the planets, as in waning light she pajB her 
court to the planets ia her course, aid to 
her will be due the honor of beta's the .chief 
actor* in the culminating eveit ot the 
month, when her lull round orb is bidden 
by the shadow of the earth. She is, how- 
ever, not totally eclipsed, for her disc, illu- 
mined by earth-light, shines with a lurid, 
copper-colored light, which, increased by 
the weld shadows, ihe reappearance or 
stars as the moonlight fades, and the sol- 
emn silence" of midnight, lends a super- 
natural element to the sublime and aire-in- 
spiring scene.*

ana heralds the coming of the great lumi- 
nary [from whom the planets borrow tbe 
power to illuminate the morning sky until 
its brilliant beams put out their more tee- 
ble light. Venus, it will be remembered, 
was in inferior conjunction with tbe sun on 
the 3d of May, passing between him and 
tbe earth, and reappearing on bis western 
side as morning s^ar. She has advanced 
far <enough on her western track, to be a 
superb oJbject before the breaking of the 
dawn, rising now about ten minutes be- 


k-ftn 


scarcely raised their heads above tbe hori- 
zon, 
before she appears upon its verge in 
her most fascinating phase. On the 5th 
she overtakes slow-plodding Saturn, and 
passes so near him tbat there are only 11 
minutes of a degree between them. On 
the 9th she aeaches her second point of 
greatest biilliancy, having passed her first 
thirty-six days before inferior conjunction. 
She is then.tne loveliest star In tbe heavens 
bright enough to be readily seen after sun- 
rise, and the objects illumined by her rays 
cast perceptible shadows. On the 19th she 
pays her court to Jupiter, passing two dej 
gree"s and a quarter to the south. On the 
19th 
the fickle Queen also pays her court to 


Neptune, passing one degree and a ball 
north of him, thus coming into conjunction 
witb three of the greaf members of the 
system in the spabe of two weeks. Seen 
through tbe telescope, she presents the ap- 
pearance of a slender crescent, like the 
moon when a few days old, about one- 
fourth of her Uiscbeing illumined, and her 
distance from the sun tetng not far from 
forty''degrees. Venus rises now shortly 
before 3 o'cjock; at the close of the month 
at 2 o'clock. 


Jupiter is morning star and ranks sec- 


ond in brightness in the grand planetary 
exhibition tbat makes illustrious tbe an- 
nals of June,|1881. Be is approaching the 
earth, and before the end of the month 
will shine in increased size and brightness. 
On .the 19th, four hours before his con- 
junction with Venus, he passes very near 
Neptune, being only forty-four minutes of 
a degree north. It is rare for four planets 
tor be so near together. Op the first of the 
month they all rise wituin twenty-four 
minutes. Venus appears first, folio A ed in 
order by Saturn, Jupiter and Neptune, the 
latest comer being invisible. 


Tbe theory ot planetary action as a mo- 


tive power in producing solar disturbances 
has, 
for the first time since Jupiter'* peri- 


helion, found little to substantiate Us claims 
to notice. The earth .has moved on in its 
course, m spite of the sun spots, with 
scarcely any phenomena out of the ordin- 
ary experience to record on its latest 
monthly annals. Slight shocks of earth- 
quake have been felt in New-Hampshire 
and Illinois, and slight renewals in Euro- 
pean localities of previous heavier visita- 
tions of this destructive agent, give proof 
of continued meteorological disturbance, 
and are to.be carefully noted by "those who 
watch tbe times and tbe seasons and seek 
to find out what mortals may learn of the 
laws that govern them. .Jupiter rises now 
a few minutes after 3 o'clock; at tbe.end of 
the month a little before halt-past 1 o'clock.
